painting can drop in the course of a few
years from so many hundred to $5 or

It is, of course, not argued that auc-
tion vicissitudes in the matter of pic-
ture values necessarily lead to arson.
Obviously there is the case of a pic-
ture protected by a valued policy of,
say, $2600, which may be today worth
much more money. All that is said is
that, in general. the issmne of wvalued
policies in the case of pictures is re-
garded as a mistake, as a rule, from a
fire insurance company’s point of view.
